S AN FRANCISCO, March 6 (JP ).—More than 1,000 potential 
victims escaped with only a scare today, as the trans-Pacific 
Dollar liner President Coolidge rammed the tanker Frank 
H. Buck in fog-blanketed Golden Gate Channel and then quickly 
rescued all hands from the smaller ship. 

The tanker’s crew of thirty-six; 
took to lifeboats at high speed and 
were picked up by the liner within 

twenty minute* __ 

Down by the heed and half sub¬ 
merged, the tanker showed no im¬ 
mediate signs of sinking, where¬ 
upon her captain. Robert Kelly, and 
seven erew members returned 
aboard while a coast guard outter 
stood by.

In the current Federal Estimates there is an 
appropriation of $35,000,000 to cover net income 
deficits of the Canadian National Railways. The 
assumption Is that transport business will be bet¬ 
ter during 1937-1036 than In the present fiscal 
year when the deficit on the operation on na¬ 
tional ownership of rallwkys was $43,303,000. 
These figures, of, course, disguise the real situa¬ 
tion affecting state-owned railways. They are 
due to what Is called book-keeping jugglery. 
They do not Include the Interest that must be 
paid on past deficits of national ownership. They 
do not include the interest on capital loans made 
to the Canadian National Railways by the Do¬ 
minion Government They include no provision 
for sinking funds to meet those loans on ma¬ 
turity. 

Under new legislation there will be the attempt 
to show that national ownership Is not so costly 
an enterprise as It Is. for many of the debts of 
the C NR. are to be treated as “equities.” What 
Is being done Is equivalent to allowing a farmer 
to convert his mortgage Into an asset. The pic¬ 
ture given to the public of Canadian National 
finances has been camouflaged for some years 
past, and will be hidden even more In the future. 
All governments seem determined to justify 
national ownership by a book-keeping system, 
and to justify it more and more by camouflaging 
th« real situation.

My World of Books'

'The 
Farm.’ and that extraordinary per¬ 
formance. 'The Strange Caw of 
Misa Annie Sprang' Bromfleld's 
'24 Hours' doesn't stand up like 'Po- 
seaston' doea end the fourth book in 
the Oreen Bey Tree' series 'A Good 
Woman' la overdone and among his 
poorer works. ' In spite of the Im¬ 
possible catastrophic ending of 
Bromfleld's 'A Modern Hero' It Is 
an amaalng colorful book with an 
conglomeration of 


The growth of scientific knowledge has In¬ 
creased mankind’s tendency to worry. When lit¬ 
tle wma known about the complex working of the 
Internal orjana. for Instance, there seas less of s 
disposition to be perturbed about physical wel¬ 
fare. Now when so much Is known through 
health propaganda those of a nervous nature 
keep on Imagining that they have physical or 
constitutional defects. Men today worry more 
than In the past about their means of livelihood, 
about the welfare of those they love. They worry, 
too. about more subtle things which they are not 
able to understand, and there Is perhaps a 
greater tendency now among a larger.number of 
people to exhaust the power of clear thinking, a 
condition which conduces to mental unrest. The 
phase through which the world has Ijeen passing 
has afforded much material for the more gener¬ 
alised kind of worry because of the perplexing 
ideas that have been given birth. "The physi¬ 
ology of worry," says Mr. F. V. Odle, “shows it to 
be one of the gravest strains that can be Imposed 
upon the brain of man. It Is an undue concen¬ 
tration that tends to unbalance the whole men¬ 
tal machine.” It-promotes a dangerous state of 
mental Instability. 

The more complicated existence appears to 
become the greater the need there Is for a clear 
and steady purpose In life. To achieve this de- 
slred result there must be deliberate affirmation 
of a creed tested by experience. It Is In this way 
that character la developed and conduct gov¬ 
erned—by manifestation of a faith that Is pro¬ 
fessed. It Is that faith that has the power to 
meet assaults victoriously: to dispel worry, even 
to prevent It developing at aU. Where In the 
Individual there Is an Intangible something that 
Is unconquerable, life Is ordered on a moral 
plane; there Is no dark night for the soul; It has 
an Ineradicable assurance of Divine succor In all 
emergencies. "The one enemy,’’ wrote Carlyle, 
“we have In this universe Is stupidity, darkness 
of mind: of which darkness there are many 
sources, every sin a source, and probably self- 
conceit the chief source.'' Worry, too. Is a source 
of darkness of mind. It can be overcome by a 
faith that Is triumphant.

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AERIAL DEFENCE 


Whatever armaments this country has on the 
Pacific Coast are on Vancouver Island, not on 
the Mainland. This makes It difficult to under¬ 
stand why the headquarters of the Royal Cana* 
dlan Air Force. In Its amplified strength, are to 
be at Jericho Beach Instead ot Esquimau. It Is 
officially affirmed that the Increased defences of 
the Dominion are purely for national purposes. 
Therefore they are for protection. It Is the naval 
barracks, the Work Point Oarrlson of the per¬ 
manent military force, the drydock and the har¬ 
bor that Is the base of Canada’s destroyers on 
this Coast that require aerial defence. Vancou¬ 
ver Is an unfortified city; there Is no city on the 
Mainland of British Columbia that la fortified: 
hence It la difficult to understand why the head¬ 
quarters of the Air Force In this part of the 
Dominion should be situated at Jericho Beach. 
The decision In this respect seems to be more 
political than strategic, It seems to have been 
decided without consultation with naval and 
military authorities. 

It Is true that an aerial force Is the most 
mobile of all defence units. Such a force, how¬ 
ever, should be located not only where It can 
defend but where It can be defended. It should 
be a part of the Esquimau defences which. In 
the last analysts, constitute all the defences there 
are, or will be for the time being, provided by 
the Dominion on the Pacific Coast This ques¬ 
tion of the strategic location of the Pacific Coast 
headquarters of an Air Force does not appear to 
have been given the attention that It warrants. 
It should be considered anew before preparations 
are advanced too far. 


HR THAT OVERCOMETH 

The growth of scientific knowledge has In¬ 
creased mankind's tendency to worry.

C.N.R. FINANCES 


In the current Federal Estimates there is an 
appropriation of S3S.000.000 to cover net income 
deficits of the Canadian National Railways. The 
assumption is that transport business will be bet¬ 
ter during 1937-1038 than In the present fiscal 
year when the deficit on the operation on na¬ 
tional ownership of railways was 843.303.000. 
These figures, of course, disguise the real situa¬ 
tion affecting state-owned railways. They are 
due to what Is called book-keeping jugglery. 
They do not Include the interest that must be 
paid on past deficits of national ownership. They 
do not include the interest on capital loans made 
to the Canadian National Railways by the Do¬ 
minion Government. They Include no provision 
for sinking funds to meet those loans on ma- 

tur,ty - AlU 

Under legislation there will be the attempt 
to show that national ownership la not to costly 
an enterprise as It Is, for many of the debts of 
the C.NJt. are to be treated as “equities.** What 
is being done is equivalent to allowing a farmer 
to convert his mortgage into an asset. The pic* 
litre given to the public or Canadian National 
Anances has been camouflaged for some years 
pasty and will be hidden even more in the future. 
All governments seem determined to justify 
national ownership by a book-keeping system, 
and to Justify it more and morC*by camouflaging 
the real situation. 


PENALIZING WORK AND WAGES 


The Melbourne Argus says that if Governments 
were wise they would encourage the resurgence 
of private industry in every way. It says that one 
obvious way would be to remove “the penal inci¬ 
dence of Income taxation upon companies."

“If someone said that I might 
choose one novel by an American 
novelist I would not hesitate to pick' 
that very remarkable book by Louis 
Bromfleld. 'Possession.' I also Ilk? I 
his autobiographical novel. “The 
Farm.' and that extraordinary per¬ 
formance, ’The Strange Case of 
Miss Annie Spragg' Bromfleld's 
24 Hours' doesn t stand up like Po- 
sesslon* doe* and the fourth book in 
the Oreen Bay Tree’ aerie* ’A Oood 
Woman’ is overdone and among hi*, 
poorer works In spite of the im-1 
possible catastrophic Hiding of , 
Bromfleld's A Modem Hero’ it is 
an amazing colorful book with an! 
extraordinary conglomeration of 
charactera. “ 

“My neat preference among Amer¬ 
ican novelists is Willa Cather. 1 
like her very much, but I have al¬ 
ways felt that her novels begin to 
fold up about chapter ten and she 
haa great difficulty in sustaining her 
themes. 'Death Comes for the 
Archbishop' is her finest book, and 
after reading her short novel, 'A 
Lost Lady,' I feel that there is a 
whole unwritten story about which 
I would like to know more. 

' Among the English novelists I 
enjoy John Galsworthy as much as 
anybody, although I didn't care for 
his last three bboks. It will be a 
long time before we have any finer 
novels than the Forsyte books. I 
was surprised how very well done 
hla biography is. 

"I like the early Walpole books, 
but I don't like him when he be¬ 
comes romantic and Influenced by 
Scott as he Is in the Herries’ book*. 
The Cathedral' is superb and his 
best novel, although I think ’The 
Old Ladies’ very good. Among the 
modern English playwrights I think 
I like John Van Druten best, and 
after him I like Noel Coward. Van 
Druten’s ‘After All’ is a superb thing 
and Coward’* 'Private Lives' la de¬ 
lightful satire.

Case of Hotels Taken Before 
Dominion Copyright 
Appeal Board 


Objection la be Inf taken by Van¬ 
couver 1 a land hotelmen to the 
schedule of fees proponed by the ) 
Canadian Performing Rights Society 
Assessment* are based on the size 
of the hotel, and are applicable to 
most copyrighted music broadcast 

Appeal has been made to the Copy- | 
right Board, when it was contended 
that the charge was a duplication of 
fees levied on radio stations. The 
assessment Is declared to work a 
hardship on the small hotel keeper, i 
where a radio is often kept for the j 
enjoyment of the family of the pro¬ 
prietor. 

It was declared by the representa¬ 
tive of the Canadian Performing 
Rights Society that the organisation 
was entitled to a nominal fee. and 
that If any hotelkeeper oould not 
pay, he should not keep s radio. 

MAT HARM STATIONS 

One Victoria hotelman suggested 
the imposition of fees would work a 
hardship on Canadian radio sta¬ 
tions. inasmuch as hotel lobby radios 
would either be kept tuned In to 
American stations, to sport broad¬ 
cast*. or the reading of stock reports. 
Another declared that If hotels took 
radios from their public rooms a | 
considerable number of the listening ; 
public would be affectMl. to the 
detriment of sponsor# of programmes 
using music. 

Delegates appearing recently be¬ 
fore the Copyright Appeal Board 
objected to the charge of ten cents 
per room, irrespective of the number 
of radios in the rooms. They con¬ 
tended a hotel room mas a person’s 
private dwelling, and any radio re¬ 
ception In that room was a "domestic 
performance" They were hopeful 
that the Board would art a flat per 
annum fe* on sections of hotels 
such as ballrooms, where musle was 
plaved almost nightly.

Thus in what la called the low 
caloric 'low in fuel or food value) 
diet; for one week an egg was in¬

First While fat. starch, fruit, 
vegetables give energy and heat, 
they are not body builders, do not 
construct the body tissue or cells, 
nor help to repair those that are 
worn out from use Proteid foods,

'fish, eggs and meat! are body 


IjT it la not so rich In fuel value. 
And as bulky fruits and vegetables 
have an alkaline ash when burned 
in the body they help to prevent 
the condition of acidosis which is so 
likely to occur on s limited or 
starvation diet. It la these foods 
also that supply the necessary vita¬ 
mins which must be eaten dally.

You ean thus 
tomatoes, cucumber, spinach, cab¬ 
bage. cauliflower. mushrooms, 
skimmed milk and string beans are 
so frequently used in a reducing 
diet. Also these bulky foods, by 
giving bulk and "roughage” 'seeds 
fibres, peeling* to the food, give the 
muscles of the lower bowel some¬

It wae late In August when Cecil Framp- 
ton, Joe Andrews and the write? decided 
to make a five-day trip to the Elk River 
Valley, taking advantage of the long Labor 
Day week-end. Our JumpUig-off. place 
was thejerminu* of the road at the north 
end of Upper Campbell Lake, which we 
reached by motorcycle after an unevent¬ 
ful rldo. FjortTher* on we carried our be¬ 
longing* by parkboard so that blankets, 
food WSply and utensils were kept to a 
minimum 

Buttle Lake Trail 

wvrrg started off on the recently Im- 
W proved Buttle Lake trail at five 

o'clock, and dusk, which comes catty In 
the' valley, found us about two miles 
above the point at which Campbell River 
enters. Upper Campbell Lake By dark we 
had made camp at the river s edge and 
prepared supper A young pointer-mas¬ 
tiff with a dash of bloodhound which had 
followed us from the lake apparently de¬ 


cided to adopt us permanently, and 
had the questionable pleasure 
company for the rest of the trip. The 
enormous pendant jowls and the aston¬ 
ishing activity of hla salivary glands 
Indicated but one obvious nickname 
Henceforth, he was Dfooler. 

Next morning the perfect, weather _g|JU 
held Leaving the trail we croased the 
river by a huge log-jam and began a two- 
hour nght through the heavy undergrowth ■ 
of the valley bottom We were thankful 
that a comparatively dry year had left this 
ground In (airly good condition. Our ob¬ 
jective was the new road grade of-the Elk 
River Timber Company, which lies on the 
west side of the valley. This we reached 
and followed to the end of construction, 
then continued by the well-besten trail 
up the Elk River. The cool shade beneath 
the alders was welcome sfter the^xposurs 
of the grade, and being by now more ac¬ 
customed to the feel of th* packboarda 
we made good time. 

Inroads of Logging 

F ARTHER up the valley the Iran wound 
through, lofty first-growth Douglas fir 
and cedar, through which we caught 

glimpses or twrrlver on owr -lert;" It was 

, not' a pleasant thought that soon this 
magnificent stand would be completely 
wiped out In the progress of the logging 
road At a dried watercourse we came 
upon w J Moffat with a photographic 


survey party returning from the peaks lor 
which we were headed. The Provincial 
Topographic Survey last Summer com¬ 
menced a more detailed study of this 
region by means of photographs taken 
from prominent peaks, although a general 
aerial survey was made several years *go. 

By one o'clock we arrived at an advance 
ramp of the logging road on a gravelly 
beach of the river and at* lunch nearby. 
Four miles further on the trail crossed 
the rjver by a fallen tree anp continued 
along the other bank The growth tj*re 
was mixed, more hemlock appearing, and 
the trees were not so large The path was 
not as well defined as before, but numer¬ 
ous biases made the-golng easy. 

On the South Fork 

W E arrived at the Junction qt the 
South Fork late In the afternoon ahd 
proceeded to the left up this tributary (or 
half a mile This brought us to Lady Falls, 
about which we had been toid at th* camp.

of the falls. A fine view of the fails is 
afforded from a bluff opposite 

We returned slowly to the river junction, 
stopping to feast on the huckleberries 
which grow here In great profusion to the 
sl*e of gooseberries Even Drooler ate ms 
share from the clustered branchos. Wad¬ 
ing the Icy-cold river, shallow at this 
point, wr established .camp on a small 
island opposite the mouth of the South 
Fork. A hot supper sent us to our 
blankets well contented 

Early on the morning of our third cloud¬ 
less day we set oiit to aUempt gome climb¬ 
ing We carried only lunches of bread 
and cheese, chocolate, shelled almonds 
and an apple, and what a relief It was to 
wal£ unburdened with parks! Lady Falls 
was quickly passed, beyond which a re¬ 
cently blared trail took us on up the South 
Fork Valley. This lay roughly southeast 
and an hour and a half's hiking brought 
us to a point where we determined to 
strike south from the trail and the river 
and begin a gradual diagonal ascent of a 
ldng ridge which lay on our right across 
the stream 

There seemed to be a bees’ nest almost 
every yard In this vicinity, and the dls-

of rocky steps, a rushing stream plunges 
fifty feet to the river below. The name Is

wounds that our legs, poorly protected by- 
shorts and socks, had already received 
from the salai vines However we were 
tlad of our choice of clothing when the 
climbing started. 


Avoiding the thorny devil’s club In 
the valley bottom, we began the steep 
ascent of the thickly wooded hillside, 
after a careful check on our land¬ 
marks An hour of this, with occasional 
rests, brought us to a long gravel slide, up 
which we started to climb The slope be¬ 
came steeper, forcing us to use hands and 
knees in our progress Rests were more 
frequent as wind and legs began to feel 
the strain. Oecaslonally'when It seemed 
we could not take another step without a 
rest, someone would accidentally rouse 
another bee*' nest and the ensuing wild 
scramble up the slope made up appear 
fresh as daisies 

We had by then attained sufficient alti¬ 
tude to give us s better view of the range 
across the valley Spurred to further ef¬ 
fort*. we coptlnued upwards to a rock 
chimney at the top of the gravel slope 
This we ascended, and finally gained a 
knoll from which a fine view of the moun¬ 
tains eastward and northward could be 
had Turning from this we dropped down 
a few feet to a divide and then climbed up 
over the shoulder of a long ridge to come 
suddenly upon a magnificent view of 
King's Peak We hurried south along the 
ridge to a better vantage point clear of the 
thinly scattered trees and halted tn ad¬ 
miration of the grandeur about us.

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Packets of Powder

F IRING a gun today Is a simple operation 
—so simple, in fact, that moat sports¬ 
men take It as a matter of course. They 
know that they have only to Insert a cartridge 
or shot-shell in the breech, close It. take aim. 
and pull the trigger, and. provided the aim is 
goorf, the bullet or shot will hit juat where 
it was meant to hit. A child can do It—and 
frequently does Yet how many of todays 
sportsmen realise the centuries of trial and 
error It has taken to evolve that simple 
operation? 

Not quite 300 years ago. a battle was fought 
at a place called Wlttenweiher. near the 
Rhine, and it was considered remarkable that, 
during the course of the nine-hour engage¬ 
ment, "even the laziest musketeers discharged 
their guns six to seven times " 

If you figure that out. you will find that 
once every seventy-five to ninety minutes was 
a passable rate of fire for a battle. And you 
can’t be altogether surprised when you con* 
aider what the musketeer of thdftl days had to 
carry, in order to keep his gun working 
properly. 

To begin with.. If the weapon was a heavy 
one. he had to tote around a forked rest about 
five feet long to support it on when firing. 
“Then, over his left shoulder, he wore a bando¬ 
lier from which were suspended a dozen 
leather-covered capsules, each containing a 
measured charge of powder. At hie side hung 
a pouch containing about thirty musket balls. 
And draped around other portions of his per¬ 
son were A large n**k of ordinary powder 
from which to refill the capsules: a small 
flash of priming powder mixed with sulphur, 
a tinder-box; a long coll of slow-burning 
match cord: a gun scraper; a ramrod; some 
greased patches; some wiping rags, and a 
needle to clear the vent, or touch-hole 
In order to fire the gun. he would empty 
one of his powder-capsules down the muzzle, 
ram down a wad on top of the charge, ram 


down a ball or two on top of that, pour a little 
priming powder on to the flash-pan at the 
side of the barrel, turn the musket slightly 
on one side and tap it so that the priming 
powder would fill the vent, and finally aim the 
gun and touch off the powder in the pan The 
ignited priming powder would then fire the 
main charge Inside the barrel, via the vent, 
and the gun would be discliarged—that is. It 
would if the powder wasn't wet. or of poor 
quality, or the vent didn’t get clogged up in 
the process. 

The way the priming powder was touched 
off depended, of course, on the type of fire¬ 
arm. whether match-lock, wheel-lock, or flint¬ 
lock. In the early match-locks, invented about 
1400. the mechanism was of the simplest, con¬ 
sisting of an 8-shaped serpentine' pivoting 
on the side of the stock, and holding the glow¬ 
ing match cord In Its jaws The primer was 
ignited by lifting the tail of the serpentine so 
that the head would descend into the pan. 
Later, the snapping match-lock was Invented. 
In which the serpentine worked on a spring, 
released by pulling a trigger. 

Wheel Lock Invented 

T HE wheel-lotk. invented about 1510. was 
the principal sporting weapon during 
most of the' sixteenth century, and in use 
on this continent until the middle of the sev¬ 
enteenth. It was more mechanical In Its ac¬ 
tion than the match-lock, and did away with 
that tiresome and cumbrous article, the coil 
of slow-match It c o n s i st ed of a toothed wheel 
that was wound up with a key and released 
by the trigger. As it unwound, it grated 
against a fixed piece of iron pyrites and pro¬ 
jected the resultant sparks into the flash-pan. 

Next came the Titnt-lock. In which the py¬ 
rites or flint was held In the hammer and 
struck against a fixed piece of steel when the 
trigger was pulled. This type of firearm, 
which lasted until comparatively recently, was

developed rapidly in England • possibly owing 
to its superior performance in the rain> dur¬ 


ing the early part of the seventeenth century. 
It was not until later, however, that the com¬ 


bined steel-and-pan-cover was invented, 
whereby the flash-pan remained covered by 
the hinged steel until the latter waa struck 
by the flint and knocked backwards to expose 
the primer to the sparks By this means, a 
musket of 1776 could be loaded and fired every 
fifteen seconds. 

The next important advance was the per¬ 
cussion lock, the greatest single improvement 
In firearms ever conceived. It was invented 
in 1906 by a sporting Scottish minister, and 
did away With all the tiresome business of 
flint and steel. Finally, in the 1980 s. the 
needle gun waa introduced to the shooting 

public 

As for the range of these old firearms in 
the sixteenth century a Spanish harquebus . 
could send a ball 250 yards; but the gun Itself 
was a young cannon, weighing fifteen to 
twenty pounds. A century later, a much lighter 
Swedish musket could fire a one-ounce ball 
about the same distance, while about 1780 the 
range of a standard musket was still computed 
at about 280 yards. Good execution, however, 
could be done by the latter at 380 yards by 
elevating the muzzle a few degrees, besides 
which. Its accuracy was doubtless greater than 
that of the older muskets. Gradually, by im¬ 
proving both the rifling and the ammunition, 
the rangy * of firearms were stepped up. until 
today even a boy's .22 can fire a standard bul¬ 
let over one mile. 

Cartridges, as an alternative to the capsule 
method of loading, were used quite early but 
only In cases of emergency. At first they were 
simply measured charge* of powder wrapped 
in paper, but later the ball and powder were 
combined by binding the bullet Into the neck 
of the cartridge case King Oustsvus Adol¬ 
phus introduced them into Sweden as early 
as the first part of the seventeenth century, 
but little improvement was made in them dur¬

Itohment of the yearly charge of our Dyet with 
Incidents for housekeeping, alto wages and 
board, wages to the officers and servants of 
our House Chamber and Stables, with the Ex¬ 
pence of the ChappeLs and provision for 
Horses also allowances, stipends and pensions 
to old and super-numsry servants and widows, 
to commence the first day of July 1702 " 

There are minute details of the bread, beer 
and wine, loaves ale mead and claret allow¬ 
able at table at Windsor and in London, and 
also "the whole quantity of firing allowed for 
our daily service " Obviously Anne kept a 
good table.' > It to shown that for fifty-two 
people for dinner and fifteen people for sup¬ 
per seventy-five snd • half gallons of beer 
were allowed in addition to four bottles of ale.

Rhenish and ten and a half of sherry This 
party cort 8130.000. or $1,940 per person 
Among military items, there were four com¬ 
panies of foot in New York to provide for to 
say nothing of Danish. Prussian Hessian and 
Hanoverian soldiers fighting for the Queen in 
Flanders, who were pdkl in guilders, and the 
maintenance of bread, wagons for 40 000 men 
Physicians, apothecaries and lawyers were 
cheap in those days end the Lord Chief Jus¬ 
tice received only 83.000 for ha fee and robes. ‘ 


The Passage of the Princess Royal 


Br BARRIE OOCXT 

K IOHTY-TWO years have elapsed since 
Charles Oale master's mate, first walked 
the decks of the Princess Royal There 
to no manner by which we can ascertain just 
what type of man he was Probably at this 
late date none would care, but for the fact 
that Mr Gale kept the log of the barque on 
her maiden • voyage. All unwittingly he re¬ 
corded certain minor dissatisfactions of third- 
class passengers, and described in clerkly 
writing but with a system of spelling all hto 
own. how Death boarded the craft in the 
English Channel, and rode with her the 
tumultuous five and one-half months of her 
journey to Fort Victoria. Thu* It was that 
Oale. by hto record of event* was to forever 
put a period to amiable debates over ques¬ 
tions that have puzzled Nanaimo pioneers for 
the better part of half a century. 

The Princess Koval is held In high esteem 
ffy the people of Nanaimo. For on the Royal 
there came Staffordshire miners to work the 
coal measures discovered in 1952 on the shore* 
of Wintuhuysen Inlet They were practically 
the original settlers of Colville Town The 
majority of these tall, beard&F'men made 
their permanent homes in and about the 
settlement, and their descendants are prom¬ 
inent in Nanaimo to this day. 

In the course of tune the names of the 
families, who made that historic voyage in 
the stout 583-ton barque of "teak and oak" 
were lost, the number of passenger* carried 
on the voyage became confused »nd It is 
these points that Gale’s log. lately re¬ 
discovered in the Hudsons Bay archives in 
London, have cleared up. 

Old-timers, lovingly admiring the sleek lines 
of the vessel, perpetuated in a model in a 
Nanaimo hotel, wondered too. why the Hud¬ 
son * Bay Company spent the sum of £10.200 
on her construction, and what, after long 
years of service became of her 
The Royal was constructed by Money Wig- 
ram A Co. of Blackwsll. and was primarily 
designed to* replace a larger vessel, the Nor¬ 
man Morison which drew too much water for 
the harbor of Fort Victoria It wsa expected 
that when built, the Royal would carry spars 
4rom Fort Rupert, work Impossible to the 
Norman Monson because of her construrtion 
To work the coal measures an the latxnd; 
twenty-three miners were lured through the 
representative of the company. Oeorge Rob¬ 
inson He waa to accompany these men and 
their families on the journey, and was upon 
hto arrival to manage the “coal sad brick 
work* on the Island 

Barque Fats to St* 

NDER command of. Captain David Wish- 
art. and with Charles Gale as first mate, 
the Royal was hauled out of East India Docks, 
and towed below Gravesend in charge of a 
pilot. June J. 1854 The barque earned as 
cabin passenger* Mr and Mrs Robinson, and 
their two children, and Mr. Clark who was 
to act as scltoolma&ier ui the settlement, and 
hw wife. Four women one the servant of 
Mrs. Robinson the other*, wives of oflicen 
of the Otter, then serving upon the Islands 
west coast, enjoyed Aht intermediate accom¬ 
modation The steerage passengers constated 
of twenty-three miner*, their wives and 
families, ten Norwegians and a Mrs. Laing 
and her family of five The entire passenger 
list it to r ecorde d , totaled 188 aoatx Mrs 
Laing undertook the long journey to join her 
husband The ten Norwegians were engaged 
lor general service to be employed where 
most required." They left the vessel at Fort 
Victoria, and their eventual Atopotiuon re¬ 
mains a mystery

The Rotynvms and their party packed up 
and left for Nanaimo by the steamer Beaver. 
November 26 The miners and their families 
followed tn the ship Recovery, arriving at 
Nanaimo November 27." and dtoembarkinc

The barque continued her journeys between 
England and this Coast until 1885. In that 
year under the command of Captain William 
Barfield^ her master since 1881 the vessel 
made her last ill-fated voyage to Moose 
Factory. 

As she was returning. October 3. she ran 
into “a terrific snowstorm, lost her anchors, 
became unmanagable ..." and broke her 
back on a bar The crew was saved to a man 
The ship and cargo were an entire loss. 

But after thirty-one years' service, the 
craft tn length lift feet, in depth 182 feet and 
with a beam of 2*5 feet, last surveyed by 
Lloyd » in the year of her loss, remained "A l."

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Republicanism in England—Coronation Sidelights—Matrimonial Courts—Empire Defence—British Courts

L ONDON —It U perhaps DOC too much to 
my that the esteem and affection la 
which Queen Mary is held in this coun¬ 
try id greater and more universal than that 
enjoyed by any other distinguished person now 
or in the past. 

How far Her Majesty Influenced the courts 
oi events last December this generation will 
never know, but the nation has somehow be¬ 
come conscious that it owes to her in.large 
measure the smoothness of the transference* 
of the sovereignty. From the first it has rea¬ 
lised. also, tbs pain and sorrow her eldest son 
must have caused her. 

The first opportunity afforded the public of 
giving expression to its feelings occurred when 
Queen Mary attended the showing of the 
Bergner Aims in aid of charity A inember 
who had come straight from the House of 
Commons, where he had Just heard three ex¬ 
tremists attacking the system of moiytrchy, 
describes the scene at the cinema as follows 
The theatre was almost inaccessible far the 
eager crowds that gathered to choer her 
»Queen Mary). Nor was it Just an exhibition 
of curiosity. In their faces and their voices 
there was a gentleness that I had not notioed 
before. 

"It was like London itself trying to tell the 
Queen of its love for her. 

In the cinema, too. the effect of gentleness 
and affection was Just as striking. Many of 
the most famous figures of our generation were 
there, and. like the people outside, they en¬ 
folded Her Majesty with a psychic sympathy 
as if to express their understanding, their 
gratitude and their devotion. 

"No one oould have been insensible of that 
intuitive sympathy between the Queen Mother 
and the people " 

Labor s View of Throne 

T HB Parliamentary demonstration against 
monarchy occurred during the second 
reading of the Regency BUI The participants 
were James Max ion and G Buchanan, of the 
Independent Labor Party, and W Oallachrr. 
the only Communist It was the first attack 
in force by the United Front. 

The drive In favor of republicanism ended 
ludicrously. The three malcontents forced 
the House to divide, with the result that Mr. 
Max ton and Mr. Oallcher acted as whips to 
count the solitary vote of Mr. Buchanan 
"The ’ayes' to the right were 306 The no’ 
lo the left was one." solemnly declared the 
Deputy-Speaker. 

The minority might have been a little larger 
had not Sir Stafford Crlpps been down with 
influenza and two of Mr Maxton's supporters 
away in Palestine. 

The Labor Party would have nothing to do 
with these antics. J. R Clynes, speaking for 
the Labor Opposition, accepted the view that 
in our existing monarchlai system U was bel¬ 
ter not to wait for some contingency, and said 
there was no controversy on the principle and 
ihe main purposes of the Regency BUI. The 
Throne was accepted as a serviceable and 
proper institution by all parties In the land. 
It belonged, not to England, but to the Empire. 
The agreement of all parties was assured 
AS to this latter, as already staled. Messrs 
Max ton, Buchanan and Gallacher showed that 
Mr. Clynes was not quite 100 per cent correct 
Republicanism Waning 

P ROBABLY, however, st no time during the 
last sixty or seventy years could so few 
supporters of Republicanism have been mus¬ 
tered in the House of Commons. 

There was a very general opinion In mid- 
Victor lan days that sooner or later Orest Brit¬ 
ain would become a republic—not by violence, 
but in that prooeas of broadening down "from 
precedent to precedent" of which Tennyson 
wrote. 

Not only was there not that close touch be¬ 
tween the people and the Sovereign to which 
we art accustomed nowadays, but Queen Vic¬ 
toria herself was by no means popular Lord 
Mel bo me the Lord Chancellor, warned Her 
Majesty that lf*the newly-formed French Re¬ 
public held Its ground. England was likely to 
follow suit. 

The Radical-Republican* were W**%y Sir 
Charles DUke. who found a valuable ally in 
Joseph Chamberlain There were Republican 
clubs in London and In the large towns all 
over the country. 

Republicanism In a very revolutionary form 
is flooding In." said The Pall Mall Oasette 'the 
journal "written for gentlemen by gentlemen) 
in in. 

But when the Prince of Wales, who was 
popular, fell ill and came near to death's door, 
leas wss heard of Republicanism "Incon¬ 
testably this crisis has produced In England a 
happy reaction in favor of monarchlal Institu¬ 
tions," wrote the Russian Ambassador to his 
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"The Republicans say that their chances are 
up. Thank Ood tor this!" said the Duke of 
Cambridge. '-w“ 

Nevertheless there was a revival of talk otm 
republic In the eighties. The Queen's persis¬ 
tent s e clu sio n favored the opponents of mon¬ 
archy. It was her emergence for the two 
Jubilee celebrations, the actual sight afforded 
her subjects of the old lady, so small and frail, 
who claimed their allegiance, that dispelled 
the remaining vapor/of Republicanism r 
Were British Subject* 

T HE debate on the Regency BUI brought 
out the curious fact that the ex-Kaiser 
and tha former Crown Prince were, by the law 
of this country. British subject* until the war. 

Following Um Act of Settlement which set¬ 
tled the succession in favor of the descendant* 
of Sophia, the Electroas of Hanover 'grand¬ 
daughter of James I*, it wss enacted in the 
reign of Queen Anne that all such descendants 
should be deemed to be British subject* 

As descendants of Queen Victoria, the ex- 
Kaiser and his son* were descendants of the 
Electros*. Their status as British subject*, 
however, was abrogated by the British Nation¬ 
ality Act of If 14. 

The point came up in connection with the 
qualifications of a Regent, who must be a Brit¬ 
ish subject domiciled In some part of the 
United Kingdom. 

As the clause stood originally, the word was 
"resident." but "domiciled" was substituted to 
meet the case of the next heir, should he be¬ 
come Regent, acting at the moment as Gover¬ 
nor-General in one of the overseas Dominion* 
Needless to say. Mr. Oallacher's delightful 
suggestion that the Regency Bill had been 
brought in with special reference to the pres¬ 
ent occupant of the Throne caused a s t o r m of 
sngTy dissent and hardly needed tha formal 
denial of 8tr John Simon 

Wages on Holiday 

J UST a* It happened two year* ago, when 
Jubilee Day was made f public holiday, 
the Royal Proclamation that Coronation 


Day shall be similarly observed has raised the 
question of the' wage loss occasioned certain 
classes of employees by the closing of factories 
and plants on what would normally be a work¬ 
ing day. 

Public authorities and many employers have 
signified their intention of paying full wages 
far the holiday, but. as The Daily Herald 
points out, unless a general arrangement can 
be agreed upon. Coronation Day will mean a 
tightening of the belts of thousands of build¬ 
ing workers railway shopmen, dockers, textile 
operatives and others. 

Unfortunately, there is no gainsaying this. 
The recovery from the depression has not yet 
gone far enough lo make it a matter of com¬ 
parative indifference, financially, to large 
numbers of people whether or not they lose a 
single day s pay. • 

The Coronation, by the way, is to be Aimed 
in oolor. This will be fairly simple so far as 
the outside "shots" are concerned, but Aiming 
the scene in the dim, religious light of the 
Abbey, and doing it in color, too. is quite an¬ 
other matter. It is stated that forty cameras 
will be used and 40.000 feet of Aim exposed, 
half In monochrome 

Bishop's Complaint 

T HE Bishop of Chichester complain* in his 
diocesan Gazette of the "lavish scale ’ of 
the expenditure on the Coronation The con¬ 
trast between wealth and poverty will be more 
marked and more keenly felt than ever." he 
observes 

But. as The Daily Telegraph says, "surely 
this is an entire misstatement of the senti¬ 
ments aroused by the great pageants of state, 
when the poor man feels that the essence of 
the day ha* been shared with even the weal¬ 
thiest of hi* fellow-spectator*, and Disraeli's 
Two Nation* of rich and poor are for once 
undivided 

Perhaps, however, the Bishop had In mind 
not so much tlte public and official celebrations 
as the private expenditure on dinners, balls 
and reception* Thu Is likely to be enormous 
—but It can at least be said Of it that many 
peojRe will earn wages who otherwise might 
be on the dole. \ 

Matrimonial Disputes 

I N Canada the Juvenile Courts, which, inci¬ 
dentally have power to inflict terms of im¬ 
prisonment on adults, are held behind closed 
doors. Neither public nor press are admitted. 
A* a consequence, there U not the corrective of 
publicity should there be gross miscarriages of 
justice 

In this country the public may be excluded 
from certain courts but not the press. The 
press. however, 1 * restricted as to what it may 
publish of the proceedings in certain cases, for 
example, the names of Juveniles charged with 
offences and the evidence in divorce suits. 

The whole question of newspaper reports of 
court proceedings was discussed when the Do- 
mastic Courts Bill came up for second reading 
in the House of Common* ThU ts a Ml! to set 
up special courts In place of the Police Courts 
to deal with matrimonial disputes, much on 
the same lines as Juvenile court# 

It was generally agreed that “Nosey Parker*" 
and neighbors should be kept out. but doubt 
was expressed whether restrictions of the press 
were in the beat interests of the public One 
member pointed out that His Majesty s Judges 
had frequently expressed their dislike of legis¬ 
lation which tended to the hearing of cases in 
ramera. The length at which judges in the 
Divorce Court summed up and delivered Judg¬ 
ment «reports of'such deliveranoe* being per¬ 
missible). and by so doing enabled the press u> 
report facta they would not otherwise report, 
he said, was an indication that in their Judg¬ 
ment U was in the public interest that the full

On the other hand, certain newspaper* with 
national circulations were roundly condemned 
for exaggerating matrimonial cases and mak¬ 
ing "headline news," Interviewing applicants 
far separation orders, add even buying the 
story to make a splash feature of it 
The bill, in principle apparently had the ap¬ 
proval of the whole House It was read a 
second time without challenge and amid 
cheers.

I N the matter of litigation against news¬ 
papers in respect of statements published 
in good faith but holding possibilities of suc¬ 
cessful actions for damage*, the tide, which 
has long run against them, seems at last to be 
turning in their favor. 

Dealing with an application for contempt of 
court against an editor. Mr. Justice Ooddard 
said: 

"These applications seem to me to be In¬ 
creasing. and ought to be curtsUled I think 
that the present case la an example of the fan¬ 
tastic lengths to which argument oan be car- 
% rled In contending that a bald statement of 
fact la a newspaper can be said to prejudice 
the minds of a Jury or to Intimidate possible 
witne s se s ." 

The case arose out of tWr'bubllcatlon by The 
Evening News of a story to the effect that a 
writ has been Issued In a lawsuit and that the 
plaintiff claimed damages for "alleged fraud 
and alleged breach of contract " 

Application was made to bring the editor up 
for contempt of court. This was heard by a 
King's Bench Divisional Court. Lord He war 1 . 
the Lord Chief Justice, and two other Judges 
sitting. 

Sir Patrick Hastings. KC. supporting the 
application, maintained that If an ex parte 
pleading containing a charge of fraud was 
published that, a fortiori, was ground for pro¬ 
ceedings for contempt 

Mr Justice Swift said "You are missing out 
that tu this article it always says alleged 
fraud.' In tha writ and in tha statement of 
claim it says fraud ’ It does not call it an 
alleged''fraud.' and I thmk that when the 
newspaper put.* in the word alleged.' it Indi¬ 
cate* to everybody, 'there is a dispute about 
this'." 

The application failed, the editor being 
awarded hu cost*. In giving judgment. Lord 
Hewart said 

"What is suggested here is that publications 
of the nature of the writ and the names of the 
parties is calculated to prejudice a fair trial of 
the action In which that writ was Issued. The 
argument Is, to my way .of thinking. *lu>- 
gether too far-fetched " 

By-Election Rost Mortem* 

rE run to about one by-election a month 
over here. That at North 8t. Pancras. 
a London constituency, recently, was the four¬ 
teenth since the general election of November. 
ms 

Nobody, unless it be the candidate who wss 
lucky enough to be elected, can take much 
satisfaction from it. "Lucky." Indeed, is the 
right word. for. with a constituency so apa¬ 
thetic that only about 50 per cent of the elec¬ 
tors went to the polls at a time of seething 
political activity and excitement st the pres¬ 
ent. anything might have happened. 

What did happen was that the Conservatives 
were down 5.000 on the number of votes polled 
fifteen months ago and the Labor Party nearly 
3.000. and this although there was no Liberal 
candidate to mop up some 1.250 votes The 
Conservatives won. but with a majority re¬ 
duced from 3.^01 to 260 " 

There have, of course, been post mortem*. 
The small poll la attributed in part to thou¬ 
sands of removal* The population of st 
Pancras. it appears, doe* not like the neigh¬ 
borhood and Is always shifting to a new one 
Then, again. London constituency* are no¬ 
torious for their lack of interest in election* 
At the last County Council elections only 33 
per cent of those entitled to vote.went to the 
P® 11 * ^ 

As an indi c a t ion of the standing of the Gov¬ 
ernment In public estimation, which by-elec¬ 
tions are supposed to Indicate. North St Pan¬ 
cras. therefore. Is s wash-out 
There are, hoowever. four more by-elections 
coming right along one of them, by the way. 
at Richmond on the Thames, a spot that every 
good British Columbian visits when over here 
on account of its association* with Captain 
Vancouver. 

Meanwhile the Conservative press finds the 
North 8t Pancras result "far from discourag¬ 
ing' to the G over nm ent- which mean* that 
only the outright loos of the seat could have 
made ft w b rse and the Labor Party Maine the 
Communists for their failure to win 




They didn t want the help of the Commu¬ 
nist*. they wail, but they would butt In and so 
provide the Tone* with a war cry against 
Labor. 

Empire Defence 

S OME statesman once referred to Great 
Britain as a "weary Titan" bearing the 
tremendous load of the defence of the Eknpire. 

The opinion is growing in certain quarters 
here that the Dominions might help a little 
instead of leaving so much to the British tax¬ 
payer. 

Not that they will be asked to contribute. 
But when the Imperial Conference assembles 
In May. the heads of the Dominion Govern¬ 
ments wre to hear what the burden of rearma¬ 
ment amounts to. 

"It will be left for them to decide how far 
they are prepared or able to co-operate with 
us.’* mid 8lr Samuel Roare. speaking at Brad¬ 
ford recently. 

•The chief burden of defence." he continued, 
"a very heavy burden, at present falls on tha 
sliouldera of Oreat Britain . . . but, anxious 
a e we are to lighten It. we should make a grave 
stake If we tried to unpose some rigid plan 
Lit the other members of the Empire 
He pointed out that any system of isolated 
local defence would" be both extravagant and 
inefficient. 

The Titan may be weary but he is going on 
with the job Dealing with the new fleet pro¬ 
gramme. Sir Samuel said "W# Intend to com- 
_ plete the task 

"Let there be no doubt in the minds of for¬ 
eign countries as to the progress of our pro¬ 
gramme. We can still build belter ship* and 
stronger and quicker than any other country 
in the world " < 

Warning to Japan 

T HIS may have been meant, ih particular, 
for Japan, which refuse* to consent to the 
limitation of gun* to the fourteen-inch cate¬ 
gory If Japan goes in for sixteen-inch guns 
snd the bigger ships necessary to accommo¬ 
date them. Britain will have to have eighteen- 
uich guns and 50000-ton ships And. as to 
eighteen-inch gun*, she has already made 
them It was near the end of the War. and 
they are possibly still in stock somewhere 
Nor need any foreign power rely on Internal 
divisions, despite Pacifist demonstrations. 
Labors position has been stated by Ernest 
Bevins, chairman of the Trades Union Con¬ 
gress He wss addressing the Foreign Press 
Association 

"If there Is a resort to war for dominance." 
he said, "do not take the Labor movement too 
cheaply. We would defend the country. We 
want peace If we sponsored disarmament, it 
was not through fear. II anyone is living in - 
that state of mind, he is living in a fool s para¬ 
dise." _ 

British Labor would always resist any form 
of dictatorship, and he beflrrvd that The'Enf- 
lish-speaking people all over the world were of 
the same mind, he added 

Employment Situation 

U NEMPLOYMENT nguras for January 
show an increase over those for Decem¬ 
ber Of 90.&04. bringing the total up to 1 689 223. 

This is a remarkably good showing, even 
allowing for the fact that the figures went up 
in December also, when they should have gone 
down Last January they went up by 291.357 
To obtain a proper comparison for the two 
corresponding periods, however, it Is necessary 
to go back to November in each case. Owing 
to bad weather. 9.117 more persons were un¬ 
employed in December than in November. 1939. 
whereas the corresponding figures for the pre¬ 
vious year showed a reduction of 49.997 
The increase in unemployment as between 
November. 1934 and January. 1937. therefore, 
was 95.621. The net Increase for the corre¬ 
sponding period a year earlier was 242.390. 

It is the annual figures, however. Out really 
tell the tale As between January. 1939 and 
January. 1937. unemployment decreased by 
470 499 while the number* employed increased 
by 715000. although 96 000 less than those of 
the previous month. 

It should be added that the unemployment 
figures for January are increased by the addi¬ 
tion of 25.090 juveniles who reached school- 
>aving age at Christmas ’ 

A most satisfactory feature of the January 
statistics la the continued decrease in unem¬ 


ployment in two of the most deprevrd indus¬ 
tries. coal mining and cotton manufacturing

Retirement of Judges 

L ORD Hewart. the Lord Chief Justice of 
England lias very different news from 
those of President Roosevelt on the age at 
which Judges should retire 
An age-limit has been suggested more than 
once in this country, but there have always 
been judge* on the bench at the time whose 
advanced years found them as alert and as 
intellectually able a* ever Mr Justice Avorv 
was a notable example When he died at 93 
he was still one of the most Militant Judges on 
active work*. 

Lord Hewart Is 97 He has set the year of 
* his own retirement as not earlier than 1955. 
when he will be 86 The suggestion that a ro¬ 
uting age should be fixed for judges, he thinks, 
results from s misleading comparison with the 
civil service 

A Judge has his hair rut regularly and hi* 
salary cut refuhuly but In other respects ha 
differs profoundly from the ctni servant, he 
says. 

Anyway he Is likely to stay on the bench if 
only for the sake of fhe opportunities It af¬ 
ford*- hmr-of meriting the machination* or the 
bureaucrat* whose gradual assumption of 
Judicial functions he has stoutly opposed for 
yew* 

Physical Fitness 

D URINO the next three years the country 
will spend 112500000 In an effort to 
- make its youth physically fit There will be 
no compulsion: young men snd women are to 
be persuaded to forgo tha. cinema and tha 
dance floor and to engage in physical activities, 
drills, games and so forth, calculated to Im¬ 
prove their pfiystque 

The money will be distributed among local 
bodies charged with the task of creating in the 
public mind "a realisation of the value of 
physical All tea* for It* own sake" and of pro- 
uding ' facilities sufficiently attractive to ap¬ 
peal to the people of the country." 

It will require a groat deal of enthusiasm to 
accomplish In this way what has been done by 
regimentation in Oermany and Italy, and It Is 
not encouraging from this standpoint that the 
House of Commons was counted out two hours 
after discussion of the plan had begun 
The Opposition, while not giving the scheme 
a direct negative, takes the position that nutri¬ 
tion. should came firm It is urged that physi¬ 
cal fitness Is impossible for underfed people 


Feigning of Injury by Birds

la Tho ruts 

T HE moot seemingly Intelligent act of 
a wild bird—almost universal among 
ground and water-nestera—Is the sim¬ 
ulated distress of parent birds to detract at¬ 
tention from their young On first seeing 
the "broken-wing" fluttering* of trailing par¬ 
tridge. ringed plover, or sheld-duck. cleverly 
leading one away from the vicinity of the 
young birds, the ruse seems rational and de¬ 
liberately thought out If this action were 
exceptional Instead of invariable, we might 
credit It with'intelligent inspiration# for wild 
birds have a certain brain-capacity, which 
can be developed by training But nature 
wisely leu them retain their hereditary in¬ 
stincts. which react more swiftly to emerg¬ 
encies than processes of reasoning Yet even 
the instinct of s bird is not the spontaneous 
reaction we tend, prrliaps, to assume Far 
back, there is an origin to every instinct, 
brought to perfection by evolutionary trial and 
error, through the discriminating forces of 
natural selection 

When an oyster-catcher i* first brooding her 
eggs, she run* silently off the nest to s dis¬ 
tance long before we approach, to return a* 
furtively when we have gone A* yet her at¬ 
tachment to her egg* Is not strong She has 
not sat long enough for physical association 
with them to stimulate an emotion of jealous 
anxiety for the eggs stronger than the nor¬ 
mally dominant emotion of self-preservation. 
We have seen so often how groat is tha af¬ 
fection. or memory-association, of a bird for 
iu territory, its mating and nesting site. Thus 
the longer she sit* the stronger becomes the 
oyster-catcher's attachment to her nest snd 
its eggs When the litter are hard set. she 
flies around an intruder* head, piping plain¬ 
tively; the emotion of Jealous anxiety ousting 
that of .self-preservation Nothing may freely 
approach her egg* at this stage in their in¬ 
cubation: male and female mob fearlessly rob¬ 
ber rutl. hawk, or rat. or even passi ng boat' 
Perhaps the female's Jealousy of her egg* Is 
heightened by the young life pulsing Within 
the shen more strongly from day to day. When 
the chicks hatch, she s woop s down upon the 
head of human trespasser, fear for herself for¬ 
gotten. where before her jealousy had em¬ 
boldened .her only to circle around st a dis¬ 
tance Now. too. she runs slowly away from 
the chicks with drooping wings and depressed 
tall; attracting our attention, against our 
wills perhaps, because of her unusual action: 
or when the chick* can swim lies stretched 
out on the water with feebly besting wings 
But the oya9er-catcher * simulation Is not so 
complete as a ringed plover s, who goes tum¬ 
bling along the ground one wing tilted and 
flapping slowly, the other trailing brokenly 
upon the ground, or mallad's. of whom both 
duck and drake run along the water away 
from the neat of egg*, with wing* slowly and 
violently threshing the water; or the par¬ 
tridge’s. Who trails a broken wtng so eon- 
▼tnclngty. 

When the chicks hatch, after perhaps three 
weeks’ almost unbroken attendance at the 
nest, the parent bird s attachment to the neat* 
mg-site and IU content* Is at Its strongest 
As day succeed# day. the incessant labor of 
brooding and feeding the nestlings drains the 
parents vitality and with it their half par¬ 
entally-Instinct he half physically-associative 
attachment to the chicks The parental In¬ 
stinct may be exhausted for the season, or 
stimulated afresh, for later broods, by the male 
bird's new courtship It Is. I think true to 
say that when more than one brood u roared, 
and when the male * plumage is distinct from, 
the females, the latter does x^ the incubating 


and takes the major share In the care of tha 
young; so that, freed from such arduous 
duties, the male blackbird or chafttnch retains 
a reserve of vitality with which to Incite the 
female to a second laying by a fresh courtship 

Involuatsry Get furs 

T HUS it so happen# that when the young 
are helpless that complex emotion, part 
parental Instinct, part physical association, la 
at its most dominant, strong enough to elim¬ 
inate. to greater or leaser degree, the normal 
emotion of self-preservation. When on old 
drake sheld-duck. and sometime* his wife as 
welf. come flying up from their brood «f duck¬ 
lings on the water pi the approach of an 
intruder, their first emotion Is Jealousy at his 
proximity to the young, often the duck, whose 
attachment to the young la instinctively and 
naturally stronger after long weeks of . Incu¬ 
bation than the drake's, stay* with the young 
when the latter flies up When he draws near 
to the intruder the emotion of fear becomes 
dominant and he turn# away to seek ■afetv 
for himself It Is probable that the sudden 
change of emotions may affect his organic 
and nervous system, as In courtship, so that 
the antics of his feeble water-threshing flight 
are involuntary, provoked by sudden fear. Just 
as his antics of courtship are mechanical, pro¬ 
voked by sexual Impulses But In tht* invol¬ 
untary gesture of simulation, tha parent bird, 
being much larger than the young Mrtts, would 
tend to attract the attention of any natural 
enemy, rather than they. Thus following nor¬ 
mal channels of evolution, this physical dis¬ 
tress would be intensified and perhaps made 
uix oiiw iouMy d eli tera te at the appearance of 
any animal threatening the safety of the 
young. 

At some distance from' the place of tha 
young the parent Mrd abandons this Emula¬ 
tion- the perfect balance of IU emotional or¬ 
ganism restored, as paronui Instinct* become 
less dominant at Increasing distance from tha 
chicks— and flies back to the vicinity of neat, 
mate or young. IU emotional lode stone at this 
season of the year If the dog. mg. follows it 
back, the same procedure will be ton* through 
•gain, as the birds physical entity la organ- 
ically and emotionally effected by Uw shuffle 
movement of jealous snd fearful reactions be¬ 
tween dog. self and chicks 
As the chicks grow older, and as K happens, 
better able to fend for thenttelves. tha parental 
msttnets of the edulu wane with tha aeasane l 
decline of sexual emotions, and two old sheld- 
duck tend rather to fly up and away, leaving 
the ducklings to their own device*, than 
jealously out at the Intruder. 

That this simulated distress Is a mechan¬ 
ical impulse provoked by a special combina¬ 
tion of circumstances, working on thetr or¬ 
ganic condition at a certain season of the year, 
may be observed in the behavior of aheld- 
duck Almost as soon as the ducklings are 
hatched, they follow the parent bird* to the 
water, and in a very short tune the different 
broods of ail ages and stars are inextricably 
nuxed One pair of shsld-duek may be in 
attendance on forty or fifty ducklings, and 
another pair on a single chick, and that pos¬ 
sibly not their own. +ut their parental emo¬ 
tions are still aroused by the presence of an 
intruder in that area where they have been 
arcu ' -n^d u> bring their brood, with the 
usual emulator) reactions.

W HILE the Sprint bulbs art thrusting 
themselves'up Into the air with a van¬ 
ity of leaf farm at treat at that o( the 
succeeding bloasom*. I am going to write today 
about our wild plants In general and flowering 
one* in particular. I shall not treat them de¬ 
scriptively or In detail, but as objects of pleas¬ 
ure. sentiment and knowledge, to be cared for 
and duly honored and respected at well as 
loved. I am moved to do this because in reoent 
months there has been born In the city a new 
society whose object U to Interest the public 
in the conservation of our native plants, to 
•Ur up a feeling In favor of legal protection 
where necessary, and to crystallise that feel¬ 
ing in such measures as may ensure the pro¬ 
tection and preservation of our wild flora. The 
aim of the Society for the P r se ervatlon of Na¬ 
tive Plants of British Columbia Is m excellent 
that I propose to show tome reasons why It 
should be supported by all lovers of wild Na¬ 
ture, and indeed by all sensible people without 
exception, a support that Is sure to be given by 
those who appreciate what flowers In particu¬ 
lar mean to ua all. 

There la a sente nos in Jefferies' “Nature 
Near London" which may woll furnish a start¬ 
ing-point: “A great green book, whose broad 
pages are Illuminated with flowers, lies open 
st four) feet.** He was writing of London and 
Kew Oerdens: they are greatly more true of 
us who live in British Columbia and In Vic¬ 
toria. He had In his mind, I think, one of 
those beautiful old missals which the ancient 
monks delighted in beautifying with charming 
little pictures from tha world of Nature and 
man. eolored with an exquisite richness that 
makes them tha rivals of jewels. Now suppose 
yourself to be In possession of one of these by 
lucky purchase or Inheritance It Is certain 
that you would not only refrain from tearing 
or cutting out the pictures and prevent your 
children from doing so. but you would preserve 
It carefully so that your enjoyment of It. and 
tha enjoyment of those who should succeed 
you would be perennial. But In the "great 
green book" of Nature we are liable to be care¬ 
less and Indifferent, or even to be wilfully de¬ 
structive. often preferring to attain the brief 
triumph of a car filled with dogwood branches 
or a vast bundle of fawn lilies or lady-slip¬ 
pers to the annual pleasure we and thousands 
more may get from the restraint of our preda¬ 
tory Instincts 

„ la Orest Britain, I believe, the systematic 
and Intensive gathering of certain wild flowers 
such as the daffodil or Lent Illy has led to s 
Very serious diminution of their numbers, if 
not extermination. In some districts This, of 
course. Is due to the demands of the London 
market. Many plants, however, do not suffer 
from the free picking to which they ere sub¬ 
jected; the worst that can happen Is the dim¬ 
inishing of tha amount of seed produced, but 
the plants are such profuse bloomers thst Na¬ 
ture has probably all she requires. 

Indirect Assaults 

M Y opinion u that wild flowers generally 
suffer more from the Indirect effects of 
man's activity than from hh direct assaults. 
Thus In agricultural districts gracing by cattle 
and still more by sheep and goats Is a very 
serious factor In flower existence. I think 
there can be Uttle doubt that the scarcity of 
wild flowers along our roadsides Is the result 
of excessive and close pasturing In the days 
before by-laws prohibited it. U must be re¬ 
membered that one reason why the danger Is 
great from this cayye Is that we have a com¬ 
paratively long dry Bummer, and when, years 
»«o. cattle roamed the countryside about Vic¬ 


toria In no small numbers, the herbage was In 
consequence very closely cropped Then the 
carving out of farms and later the extension 
of suburban areas are forces before whicty cer¬ 
tain wild flowers and trees tend to disappear. 

Thirty years ago the handsome blue Illy 
variously known as Hookera. Brodela, and 
Triteleta douglasil was to be found in the 
vicinity of Victoria. For many years I have 
not come across it except In one restricted 
spot some miles to the west, and there during 
the erection of a building the excavated soil 
of the basement was distributed over the whole 
of the area occupied by the flower. The beau¬ 
tiful orchid known as the mountain lady- 
sUpper or moccasin-flower, bearing from one 
to three blossoms with large purple-veined 
whit* sacs, grew many years ago In the Oak 
Bay district, but has long been extinct. The 
amaxing growth of the alien broom has been 
responsible for the extinction of wild flowers 
over large areas. I think particularly of one 
moist and shady hollow where the sweet- 
scented white violet grew today and for many 
years past the whole of that delightful nook 
has been occupied by a coarse thicket of broom, 
to the obliteration of violets and all other 
flowering plants This lx an example also of 
the very local character of certain very pretty 
and Interesting plants, a character’'AWh. un¬ 
less some knowledge and care is exercised, 
leads only too easily to their total extinction. 

The preservation of our native flora deserves ^ 
our support because of the contribution flowers 
make to the natural beauty of the countryside 
One might say. Indeed, that its beauty de¬ 
pends almost wholly on their presence Com¬ 
pare a piece qf forest road In Winter with the 
same in Spring when the dogwood s sprays 
break against the sombre greenery of the ever- 
grnsn. ^reea and the light and foamy bitter- 
cMerry Bowers are overhead. Compare the 
Jorrst floor in the resting period, with its 
brown carpet of needles, with the same ex¬ 
panse brightened with starry wood-anemones 
or sprinkled with the pink and white of star- 
flowers. overhung by the sweet-scented lady - 
slippers or the delicate Uttle bells of the twin- 
flowers whose perfume attracts one long before 
the glossy mats are seen. The arbutus is a 
delight lmWinter, but what shall aw say of it 
in Summer, with Its myriads of creamy? 
flowers? Look at the transformation of our^ 
lakes when the golden pond-ltly rises above Its 
gleaming leaves and the shores are gay with 
violets and speedwell, forget-me-not and wild 
roees, and the air U full of the aromatic odor 
of the sweet-gale. 

Jeferles. in the passage from which 1 take 
my title, says: “Of all things there Is none so 
»weet as sweet air—one great flower it Is. 
•rawn round about, over, and enclosing like 
Aphrodite's arms: as if the dome of the «ky 
were a bell-flower drooping over us. and the 
magical essence of It filling all the room of the 
earth. 8weeteai of all things la wild-flower 
air. . . . The plain road was made beautiful 
every morning by the many thoughts It gave 
1 came every morning to stay by the star-lit 
bank." And In another place he says “The 
exceeding beauty of the earth in her splendor 
of life yields a new thought with every petal 

Love of Country 

T HEN the preservation of our native flora 
la bound up with love of one's country , foe 
1 am sure that to everyone to whom affection 
for his native or adopted soil Is a real thing, 
the trees and flowering plants are no trifling 
ingredient in his sentiment. The wild flowers 
of Britain are Inseparably connected with the 
land through Its folk-lore There Is a history 
of the people written in the familiar, colloquial. 
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and provincial names that seem to have sprung 
up aa naturally as the plants themselves. The 
ancient and undying superstitions, the old re¬ 
ligious habits of thought, the simple human 
needs and affections are all reflected there. 
There are names that are older than Chris¬ 
tianity. others older than the Reformation. 
Some express the loves of lads and lasses; some 
tell of quaint Ideas of healing ba. c ed on the 
Djpctrine of Signatures. The countryman's 
playful humor and his fears of the unknown 
are found in these old-fashioned names that 
every child learns and that long pre-dated the 
learned titles of systematic botany We know 
more today, but perhap* we feel leas 
Down tn California they have a very hand¬ 
some violet• the children call 11 "Johnny- 
jump-up." In Oregon the same name is given 
to our common yellow violet of grassy places, 
distinguished by Ua hairy leaves The name 
lx not an American Invention, but was brought 
arrows the Atlantic from England, where the 
name under such forms as “Jack-behind the 
garden-gate" and Jump-up-and-kiss-me Is 
applied to the wild heartsease or pansy Two 
other village names for It are “Three-faces-m- 
a Hood" and 'Love-In-Idleness." which you 
will remember Shakespeare uses 

“A little western flower. 

Before milk-white, now purple with loves 
wound. 

And maidens call 11 Love-in-idleness" 

We have our children g name* for native 
flowers, and 1 can imagine one who has grown 
up here exiled In some far-off land recalling 
the flowers about the Uplands and Mount Toi- 
mie by the old-fashioned names of his school¬ 
days rather than the scientifically correct ones 
of the student Thus our lilies and shoo tin*- 
stars, our satin-flowers and aea-biuxh. our 
milkmaids and blue-eyed grass, and a host of 
others of whose local names I am ignorant, or 
which are unnamed because little known, will 
have th«*ir place In the hearts of our people 
and be part of their tradition of affection for 
our beautiful country, and should therefore be 
1 oxtered and preserved 

Pleasure in Names 

J EFFERIES, in an interesting note, says 
"The first conscious thought about wild 
flowers was to And out their names—the 


first conscious pleasure—and then I began to 
see so many that I had not previously noticed. 
Once you wish to Identify them there U noth¬ 
ing escapee, down to the little white chlckweed 
of the path to the moss of the wall." Here la 
where we pass from the common and colloquial 
name to the scientific. It la not so alarming a 
passage as It may sound For as Jefferies 
suggests, it opens up an amaxing vista of dis¬ 
coveries. There Is no valid reason why the 
scientific knowledge of plants should dry up 
the springs of sentlmem In my own personal 
experience, the result of such knowledge has 
been exactly the reverse I love plants and 
their flowers better than I ever did. and never 
weary of them. A knowledge of their scientific 
names opens up the door to acquaintance with 
their family relations, their habits, their life- 
history. their place in the vast panoramic pic¬ 
ture of Life and Its development, their won¬ 
derful service* to man and to all animal na¬ 
ture. 

The idea of a botanist as a dry-as-dust col¬ 
lector Of dried specimens may be true of some 
individuals: I have never had the opportunity 
of meeting them. Instead, the history of bot¬ 
any shows us men of deep feeling. Indeed al¬ 
most childlike sensitiveness Linnaeus on his 
knees thanking Ood for the beauty of the 
gone may be a legend such as gathers about 
great men. but such legends have a substratum 
of solid truth, and the lives of the great botan¬ 
ists show them to have been, so far ax I can 
recall, singularly susceptible to the wonder and 
charm of their field of study. 

Of John Ray. an Englishman of the seven¬ 
teenth century and the founder of modern 
botany, it la said that “his leisure was that of 
a student; he loved to obaerve Nature, to study 
the little gems of the garden and the country " 
Nor can he be said to bq devoid of deep feel¬ 
ing who. as Scott Elliot doev says that in every 
field of botanical atudy “wo find ourselves at 
once on the shore of human Ignorance." and 
that man la the one animal capable of the 
reverent atudy of Nature." 

Buttercup as Example 

A S an example of the advantage of some 
knowledge of systematic botany in open¬ 
ing up our powers of observation and extend¬ 
ing our knowledge, we may Lake the buttercup. 


To most people a buttercup Is just a buttercup. 
But let one understand botanicaliy the butter¬ 
cup flower and It soon becomes obvious that 
there are several kinds or species of buttercups, 
so sufficiently marked off'from each other as 
to be easily identified when once recognised. 
There la the common buttercup of grassy 
place*, the western buttercup Along the bor¬ 
der* of wood* and thickets la another whose 
flower is ao Inconspicuous that only an Interest 
in buttercups is likely to attract us to It. This 
Is Bongsrd s buttercup. 

In ditches and low places In May we find 
another very handsome species which. Instead 
of the hooked pistil* of the meadow one. has 
straight ones It U the straight-beaked but¬ 
tercup. 

In lower land we And the water-plantain 
spear wort whose leaves. instead of the usual 
deeply-cut or lobed form, are long and narrow 
or lance-shaped. 

8till another slender-leaved form is found In 
the creeping lesser spearwort. common about 
the wet edges of lakes and swamps, and re¬ 
markable for Its creeping habit and its rooting 
from runners something after the manner of 
a strawberry plant 

In June the ditches and low places are often 
brilliant with the large golden flower* of the 
creeping buttercup, which also spreads by run¬ 
ners but luu deeply lobed dark green leaves 
And in 8prlng. on the surface of ponds and In 
quiet reaches of streams, you may come sttom 
sheets of tiny floating white flower*, the blos¬ 
som* of the water crowfoot or buttercup, which 
has little broad-lobed leaves on the surface 
and finely-divided ones below. The last three 
species, while native here, are also found wild 
m ’he British Isles 

We have also a stranger buttercup In the 
European meadow buttercup which appar¬ 
ently came here In the early days of construc¬ 
tion It differs from our western buttercup In 
not having the sepals turned down when the 
flower is open. Now all this ability to distin¬ 
guish correctly comes from botanical knowl¬ 
edge. and It Introduces one to * wonderful field 
far study and Investigation regarding the hab¬ 
its and haunts of plants, and their relations to 
these haunts and their neighbors in them, and 
how they adapt themselves to their surround¬ 
ing*. and ao on. 


Now It la of more importance than we might 
think at first that even from a scientific point 
of view our native flora should be preserved, 
for the greater part of all the knowledge we 
have of the nature of-'our cultivated plants to¬ 
day. knowledge which has brought about and 
will continue to bring about wonderful adap¬ 
tations of plant life to human life and Us vary¬ 
ing needs. 1 * the direct result of the work of 
actrntiflc botanist* in their different fields of 
research. Man did much before he knew the 
scienoe of botany, but nothing to what he has 
done since the great Instrument of llte nund 
became his. 

Sense of Bcjuty 

I N the development of a stronger feeling for 
the preservation of our native plants. I 
think the sense of beauty, or perhaps I should 
say the artistic sense, should have a place. 
With regard to many flowers and trees we can 
sympathise with the pleasure of Jefferies when 
he wa* young, and perhaps no one grudges a 
child the bunch of wild flowers It has gathered, 
unless they have either been so picked aa to 
* I the plant or are being waxtefully treated: 
education will overcome these faults. What 
Jefferies says is this: "Before I had any con¬ 
scious thought It was a delight to me to find 
wild flowers, just to see them It was a pleas¬ 
ure to gather them and to take them home: a 
pleasure to show them to others—to keep them 
as long as they would live, to decorate a room 
with. them. to arrange, them, carelessly with 
grasses, green sprays, tree-bloom — large 
branches of chestnut snapped off. and set by a 
picture perhaps " 

I quote this because it shows In him some¬ 
thing of that sense of the beautifully arranged 
which the Japanese not oply delight ip but 
have developed Into a principle of ornament. 
It is the very opposite of our large masse* of 
gathered flower*, such as people often And 
pleasure in with the first fawn-lities of Spring, 
the crowded dishes of lady-slipper*, and the 
tn artistic branches of flowering shrubs and 
trees so often seen. 

As a recent writer. Fredrrlc de Oarls. says In 
his “Their Japan" "The skill of the Japanese 
in flower arrangement is known the world 
around. There are several schools of flower 
arrangement that vary In their details, but the 
underlying principles of these schools are not 
widely different." In the illustrations he shows 
an arrangement of shrub branches and thistles, 
another of a mountain-lotus, one flower and a 
small piece of branch, a third of thistles. Chi¬ 
nese bell-flower, and mlscanthus, and a fourth 
of a maple branch and wild chrysanthemums. 
The significant thing is the simplicity and tha 
lack of crowding—quality rather than quantity. 
The receptacle Is also an important feature. 
So beautiful are growing things that they pro¬ 
vide the best model for our arrangement. 

If we could only get both grown-ups and 
children to see the taslelenanes* and ugiiit*:* 
of a great mass of closely compressed flower*, 
often half-willed, and If we could get boys to 
see the foolishness and the silliness of trying 
to see who can get the largest number of lilies 
on a Spring Saturday, we should have secern- 
pllshed much. After all. education is what 
tells in life, the education that instills princi¬ 
ples of conduct and Is concer n ed wtth the love 
of Nature and of our country, and the beauty 
of Clod's countryside. 

I wish the Wild Plants Preservation Society 
every success In their endeavors to preserve for 
ourselves and for the generations to come our 
flowering plants, shrubs and trees, our glory 
and our delight. 


Old-Time Telegraph Line to tjukon Horn Silent

THIRTY" has clicked out over th* 
romantic telegraph line tn 
America. Through the British Co¬ 
lumbia wilderness north of Haaetton and over 
the treacherous Nasa Mountains, a single 
strand of wire la “dead " For 400 miles, be¬ 
tween Haaelton. BC , and Telegraph Creek, 
the Yukon telegraph line la broken and will 
probably remain unrepaired Poles are rot¬ 
ting. Drooping and dangling wires make 
smudges of rust on the deep snow Bridges 
end sections of the historic linemens trail 
have vanished before disastrous floods and 


Now short-wave radio speeda messages over 
this mountainous stretch toward Dawson The 
Dominion Government, officials say. has found 
operation too oostly. so the line that was origi¬ 
nally intended to tap London. Bigland, via 
Siberia, has last another link Operators, 
many of whom have patrolled the wilderness 
trail for twenty-five or thirty years, have been 
called “out." Their lonely cabins have been 
abandoned to the wilds of the North. 

Ua history la a vivid chapter from the story 
of man's titanic struggle to bridge the void 
between New York and London. In 1NS7 Cyrus 
W. Field attempted to lay the first Atlantic 
telegraph cable. Many of the foremost men 
tn telegraphy believed the feet impossible— that 
he would fail. He did Again in ltftf he tried. 
Life tn the cable this time died after a few 
massages had been sent. Undaunted, he tried 
again in 116ft and once more the results were 
disappointing 

Sew Overland Lin# 

B UT the growing cities of New York and 
London still cried for a connect mg link. 
At this time Percy McDonough Collins pro¬ 
posed a line from New York through British 


America < 

Siberia to connect with existing lines In Rus¬ 
sia. His dream was Immediately accepted as 

feasible. 

The line followed the famous Cariboo Road 
built by the Royal Engineers In IMS to Ques- 
neL From Quesnel it cut off through the wtl- 
ieraett northwesterly to Haaelton. North of 
Haaelton it traversed some of the wildest and 
-oughts* country tn Western Canada Eight 
miles of line over the Naaa Mountains were 
above the timber line. Snow here varies from 
ten to twenty feet and slides are not Infre¬ 
quent. Eventually Telegraph Creek was reached 
. . and disappointment. 

As the little band of men gathered around 
their isolated log telegraph station, the bat¬ 
tered Morse sounder inside began to pound 
against its brass points. 

The message of dots and dashes proved to be 
orders—their final order* Cyrus W Field had 
finally been successful in laying the Atlantic 
cable. The 12 000-mile Western Union "Rus¬ 
sian Extension" Telegraph 


New York had reached London via 
the Atlantic! 

Fortunately the great gold pi in mg activities 
at Barkerville and throughout the Cariboo 
district saved the line as far as Quesnel. 
Miners had plenty of money to spend . . . 
and they spent it. While the rate from Uie 
coast today Is etghty-flve cents for a ten-sord 
day letter to Quesnel. tn ISM it wss 15. 

Yukon Gold Found 

yHEN the line beyond Que>nel was aban- 
no one dreamed that it would 
ever again function. But someone discovered 
gold in the Yukon, and when thousands 
climbed Chilkoot Pass it* need soon became 
apparent. Dawson, now a city of 35.000 souls, 
cried for connections with the world. The old 
Ruslsan Extension" however, after rusting 
and rotting far thirty-five years, was of no use. 
A new line would have to be built, ao the Do¬ 
minion Government tackled the project. 

The herculean task was started In 1866 and 
finished In three year* Up over the treacher¬ 
ous mountains a single strand of wire was 
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again strung Poles were packed In on the 
backs of mule* to some spots With the Klon¬ 
dike pleading for communication at any price, 
the route was surveyed In haste. Seasoned 
operator* smilingly say the surveyera chose the 
most difficult route. 

"They must have, got lost ' comments Joint 
J Dore, present superintendent of the Gov¬ 
ernment Telegraphs for British Columbia and 
the Yukon, and a former operator on the 
Yukon line north of Hazel ton 

When the line to Bennm. Dawson and Atltn 
was first opened, buxine** was brisk—at twenty - 
five cents a word. To the ' outside*' came news 
of vast fortunes being made. Back over the 
single wire sped news that Jack Johnson had 
stopped Tommy Burns In a world heavyweight 
tilt and that police had stopped them both. 
Through the wilderness flew news of the death 
of Edward VII and the succession of George V. 
The gold rush, though, died, and a cable was 
laid between the United States and Alaska. 
Operators played checkers with other brass- 
pounders up and down the line

graph u not to make money.' explain* Super¬ 
intendent Dore Government telegraphs only 
operate where private companies find it un¬ 
profitable to operate. Although we like to 
show a profit, the mam object of the Govern¬ 
ment lines Is social service Those peoplg_pjjt 
there in the hinterbrnd must have, a 
tact with the rest of the world " 

Mums Struggle 

1 A8T Spring floods ravaged the North Along 
the Yukon line miles of pole*, wire, trail 
and bridges were swept away. In the Summer 
preparations were made to send In repair 
gangs. The season wa* to be a abort one. but 
that 400 mile* of vital line with the North had 
to be set up before the snow flew Then, as 
pack trains in Haaelton were being loaded for 
the trip, official word came from headquarters 
that the repair work was cancelled The iso¬ 
lated operators were called In. Radio would 
now conquer the vast stretches toward Dawson. 

Superintendent John Dore. though he proudly 
tells of the Government's radio ventures, it Is 
quite evident he misses every Wtnter s battle 
to keep the line open. He. like his feUow 
workers, considered the annual struggle a 
challenge. This Spring will mark his twehty- 
flfth year in the Yukon line * service He now 
hax a warm office, but most of the twenty-five 
years was spent on the lonely trail to the 
North.

It Is a region 
lying along the southern coast of Arabia with 
the Indian Ocean before it and the sandy, 
uninhabited wastes of the Great Arabian Des¬ 
ert as its hinterland. And within Una ter¬ 
ritory. as this report shows, there are to be 
found the most extraordinary mixtures of the 
Incredibly ancient and—In the circumstances 
—the equally incredibly modern. 

Wjrniitg to Killers 

C ONCEIVE a country where notices out¬ 
side th* cities warn the people that 
tribal warfare may be conducted only In the 
open country and pot near any main road or 
track? Imagine, too. that m the very cities 
w hich publish such* notloeB—on dlftmcttve 
white pillars for all to see many of the people 
dwell in Mx-sLory. mudbrlek house* which en¬ 
dure for a couple of centuries or ao. and <in 
the inland town of Tarim, for example* are 
equ i pped wtth electric light and fans, tele¬ 
phones. ice-plant, bathroom*, wash basins with 
running water and shower baths It takes 
about a week to get to Tarim from the coast, 
but camels have brought to the place the 
most up-to-date of European furniture. 

There are police, and an army whose mem¬ 
bers are not only supplied with rations, but « 
“issued wltji wives "-an amenity which larger 
and better-known armies do not at present 
enjoy officially. 

The social structure, too, la strange There 
are several classes of the community. There 
are Baiyldr. descending by repute from the 
Prophet, who form not a hierarchy, but a sort 
of sacerdotal class; Sheikha rank next; then 
there come the Yafa-ls. once Imported mer¬ 
cenaries. but now the peaceable population of 
a considerable section of the country Beyond 
these,are the seml-clvllized mt i Ri of tribes¬ 
men. to whom the white-pillar notices are di¬ 
rected. who win cheerfully break a neighbor's 
head, but will never break their given word 
Then, anomaly upon anomaly, com* the slaves 
who are owned by the Government yet are 
not traded tn. and who may. and In fact do 
fixe to the highest ..positions—a* witness the 
mayor of th*'Largest town 
History’ well it teems that s ome 2.606 
U 1 D 00 years ago the whole country 


was prosperous. It was a forest of frankin¬ 
cense trees which supplied frankincense to 
the Roman Empire—that is to say practically 
to the whole of the then known world. Also 
the country was on a trade lane between tlie 
East and Uie Went Then our old friend* Uie 
Ethiopians upset things by making Ironical 
aa It seems to us—a pact with Rome! Bo 
trade went up the Red 8*a and passed the 
Hadhramaut by. 'The use of incense dwindled, 
the trees died in the main though a few re¬ 
main even today, and so at last the prosper¬ 
ous days departed and except in the few towns 
“the lion and the leopard keep the courts 
where Jamshyd gloried and drank deep 
Nevertheless, every year some 60.000 camels 
still leave Uie coast for liie interior. And the 
other day a party of twelve camels carried 
over the mountains the disassembled parts of 
an Automobile Bo who knows what prosperity 
in the days to be may come again to the 
Hadhramaut? 


English Railway Takes 
Sheepdogs on Staff 

L ICENCES have Just been taken out by the 
Great Western Railway Company for 
twenty-five sheepdog* which are kept to as¬ 
sist ganger* in keeping certain of the valley 
lines In the Cardiff. Neath. Newport and 
Owe*try engineering divisions of the system 
clear of straying sheep The sheep com# down 
from tne surrounding hills and And their way 
through the fences into the railway cuttings 
search of pasture, and In doing so endanger 
their own Uvea and delay trains. 

The duties of the railway sheepdog are even 
more onerous that thone of the shepherd a dog. 
It not only has to round up the Uteep and 
guide them through an obscure opening which 
It has to find, but It also has to acquire "track 
sense so that it may be safe from passing 
trains 

The dogs are trained to answer the "verbal 
commands, sometimes given in Welsh, the 
whistle*, and hand-signals of their master* 
from a considerable distance. But they do 
not always wait to be told what to do.and have 
often routed trespasser* long before the 
ganger * arrival. They are also trained to 
know what the Warning whistle of an ap¬ 
proaching train mean*, they give warning to 
the permanent-way n.*n working on the line 
and will not leave the line until all the men 
are dear The "track sense" developed by 
thesee dog* Is remarkable If caught between 
the sets of lines when driving a sheep from the 
running line*, they will lie down,until the two 
. trains, havf passed 

The dog* begin thetr training at an early 
age. in some cases before they are six months 
old. and there are today a number of them 
with more than seven year*' railway service to 

their credit - They live with their master* but 
the annual licence fee la paid br the company 
All are mongrel* of the theepdog type

quired by the plants for their growth It ia 
the reservoir in which Is stored Use water that 
dissolves these chemical elements *nd carries 
them by way of the roots imeUhe structure of 
the plants. It u thesoU tlptf supports the plant * 
and anchors them Mp^laoe against the wind 
and the dashing Ain Humus is the spong* 
that absorb s and hold* the-ram or irrigation 
water in our garien soils and the more humus 
we have in oun soils the greater will be its 
capacity J V

I N estimating the value of a given crop 
such as grain or roots, the emphasis la 
placed on yield per acre in tons or bush¬ 
els. as the case may be. This method la very 
old and has a place, but the fact remains that 
water enters into the composition of the vari¬ 
ous feeding sluffs in large measure, larger in 
some feeds than in others. Though some farm- 
arm are convinced that the water In mangels 
la a very excellent kind of water. It la water 
nevertheless, and has no greater feeding value 
than water obtained at the tap. Thus it be¬ 
comes apparent that volume is not always a 
safe criterion by which values in feeds may be 
Judged 

In vegetables, in milk, and in the Juices of 
meat, water la present to such an extent a* to 
be perceptible to the senses Substances like 
flour, meal and starch, which appear perfectly 
dry, are not free from water, but contain 9 to 


Ing value of mangels For instance, if the 
farmer got a yield of fifteen tqps of sugar 
bee la to the acre, he would have a better crop 
than he would have had if he secured thirty 
tons of mangels on the same area. When we 
come to the various hays and clover*, etc., 
one finds that the dry matter has been con¬ 
siderably supped up.

When a fanner wants to know how much 
he can afford to pay for mangels we want to 
know how much he has to pay far hay, rye 
grass for example. From the dry matter point 
of view, with 9.53 per cent dry matter in the 
mangels. It follows that he can afford to pay 
something more than one-quarter as much as 
for the hay and something less than one-third. 
Usually for the mangels he pays too much. 
Something may be said, of course, for the 
mangels from the standpoint of succulence, 
etc . sa for lettuce Jrv the human ration, quite 
apart from the actual food value which it is 
supposed to contain.

Potjtoes High in Wafer 

Potatoes contain about 75 per cant water. 
The dry matter la largely starch. About half 
of the nitrogen Is present as proteins, of which 
the larger portion Is in the form of soluble 
albumen. TTie amount of fat la small, leas than 
a tenth of 1 per cent and comparatively little 
celluloee. 

Carrots contain about half *s much dry 
matter as potatoes. There is approximately 
the same amount of water as in milk. vis. 97 
per cent Nearly half of the dry matter la 
sugar. There is more (at in carrots than in 


Inasmuch as air always coni sins some water. 
It necessarily follows that all substances ex¬ 
posed to the air must likewise contain some 
water. 

lx| order to remove the last trace* of water 
from a substance, it is dried in either a water 
or hot-air oven at a temperature of 100 de¬ 
grees centigrade. Thi* converts *11 of the wa¬ 
ter in the material Into steam, which la then 
expelled. The substance is weighed in a suit¬ 
able dish and then dried In the water-oven 
until the weight la reasonably constant, the 
low of weight being considered water. Simple 
as all this may appear, the determination of 
water in foods for human consumption, or in 
dairy feed* is both troublesome and difficult. 

Comparisons of Ft«ds 

I N comparing one feed with anotlver. consid¬ 
eration must be given to the relative 
amounts of protein to the carbohydrates and 
1st* for best results in the feeding of cattle, 
but in so far as yields per acre arr concerned, 
from the standpoint of the farm, compara¬ 
tive return* in dry matter are the safest guide 
At like Experimental Station forty samples 
of sugar beets have shown an average of 21 80 
per cent of dry matter, carrots 1132 per cent, 
mangels 9 52 per ernt. sugar mangels 1197 
per cent What has this to do with feeds'* 
It shows that sugar beets have twice the feed- 
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Humus ^Supply Important 

'T'HERE u no /fertiliser that will entirely 
1 take the plice of well-rotted stable or 
barnlot manure because it adds both bonus 
and plant food elements to the soil. In the 
absence of manure, and good manure for gar¬ 
dens Is now quite difficult to secure, we can 
supply humus to our garden soils by turning 
under crops of soybeans, cow-pea*, velvet beams, 
clover, rye. corn fodder, or anything that wQI 
add the much-needed humus. The chemical 
elements such as phosphorus, potash, nitrogen, 
calcium, magnesium iron, etc., about twrlve 
altogether, can be supplied in the form pf ‘ 
commercial plant food, but the ideal met 1 tod 
is to give the garden a good dressing with 
composted manure, then supplement the plant 
food supply in Die aoil by the use of fertilisers 
Too much can not be said about the proper 
preparation of our garden soil* before plant¬ 
ing. for half the work of cultivation can often 
be saved by having the garden properly 
ploughed or spaded before we atari ptantuig 
We hear gardener* talk about the physical 
condition of garden soils, physical condition 
being the fineness of the soil, the absence of 
lumps, the ease with which It can be worked 
early In the Spring, freedom from crusting or 
baking after a rain, and the way It absorb* 
moisture The custom often followed by Old 
World gardeners of spading their gardens two 
lengths of the spade in depth la a good one 
pigging two nptta** deep they caU It. This 
method of preparing the eotl gives a double- 
deck garden, two gardens, one right on top 
of the other and a c hitter for lit* roots of 
the plants to go deep for their food and mois¬

T HE steaming of glasshouse soils Is now 
established as a profitable routine prac¬ 
tice Practically all progressive glass- 
)«ou*e operators steam their *oils once in every 
three years at least and a great many find it 
profitable to steam every year. Under the 
artificial conditions of growing cropw under 
glass It i* only natural that soli parasites tend 
to accumulate These parasites can be des¬ 
troyed by formalin, chloropirnn. and a num¬ 
ber of other chemicals, but* up to the preornt 
no soil sterilisation method has proven as 
satisfactory as steam When the temperature 
of a soil I* raised to approximately, that of 
boiling water by the release of steam from a 
buried grid, the soil parasites are destroyed, 
and at the same time the organisms favorable 
to planf- trowth are encouraged In other 
words, steam sterilization increases the fertil¬ 
ity of most greenhouse soils. 

Should commercial fertilizers be added to 
greenhouse soil* before or after steam uterll- 
t iaLion? After—is the definite answer given 
by Mr. Lawrence, of the John Innes Horticul¬ 
tural Button at Merton fn Oreat Britain to 
the Ouild of Trade Horticulturists Their 
conclusions are In agreement with our results 
at Saanich ion. 


soil nutrient* completely out of balance. On 
the other hand, the applies lion of superphos¬ 
phate and potash is nearly always necessary 
to balance the nitrogen released by the soil 
organisms. Tomato plants will "bolt' on 
steam -sterilised soils rich in organic matter 
unless the soft succulent growth is checked 
with a liberal dose of potash and phosphate 
Adequate lime must be present to obtain full 
benefit from the phosphate and potash If 
lime Is worked Into a greenhouse soil before 
It is sterilized, an actual depression of crop 
yields may occur, hence liming should follow 
the process of ateamtng. 

la Weak Solution 

W HEN soluble fertiliser* like superphos¬ 
phate and sulphate of potash are ap¬ 
plied shortly before tomato or other plants 
are transferred to the greenhouse soil the 
fertilize*, is best applied as a weak solution At 
the John limes Horticultural Button all fer¬ 
tilisers are applied as a solution of one-eighth 
of an ounce in one gallon of water. Such a 
concentration can readily be absorbed by 
growing plants. Greater concentrations tem¬ 
porarily check plant growth. When soluble 
fertilizers are applied some time in advance 
of planting. It is of no great tmporunce how 
the fertilizer Is applied providing it la thor¬ 
oughly incorporated with the soli. The surplus 
salt gradually la absorbed by the soil parti¬ 
cles leaving a normal concentration In the 
soil water In tomato houses the plants fre¬ 
quently begin to lag after they set fruit Op¬ 
erators find that this lag may be offset by 
watering the crop with a solution of am¬ 
monium sulphate It is important that the 
concentration of the fertiliser solution should 
not exceed one-eighth of an ounce in one gal¬ 
lon at this time. Higher concentration* often 
severely check and damage the tomato crop

tional policy The new marketing organiza¬ 
tion will work in co-operation with the prov¬

Up to the promt, the appointment of Dean 
Shaw la the only one made under the reor¬ 
ganization. The Director of Marketing has a 
first-hand knowledge of tike demands and op¬ 
portunities of the markets for the farm prod¬ 
uct* of the Dominion, not only In Canada but 
in the British Dies, the United 8tates and in 
other countries. . 

Pew in the field of agriculture in Canada are 
better known Ilian Dran Sliaw. Hr was bom 
on a farm at Woodburn. Wentworth County. 
Ontario, but was brought up in Welland 
County. Ontario. After matriculating from 
the Niagara Falls High School he went to the 
Ontario Agricultural College, from which he 
graduated in 1910 During the long vacation 
in hia third and fourth years at college he 
acted as Agricultural Agent for the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture in the Algoma Dis¬ 
trict, with headquarters at Haul! 8te. Marie 
Immediately follow mg the completion of his 
B S A course at A.O C. he accepted the posi¬ 
tion of Agricultural Agent (or the Oreat 
Northern Railway, with headquarters in 8t. 
Paul. Minnesota. That was the time when the 
Oreat Northern Railway was being projected 
and directed by the late James J. Hill, the dy¬ 
namic railway pioneer, who. incidentally, was 
a Canadian by birth. Mr Hill had Mr Shaw 
go to the British Isles to purchase animals as 
Inundation stock for the (arms m the North¬ 
western State* served by the line* ol the Oreat 
Northern. Mr. Shaw s position with the Oreat 
Northern took him to v all parts of the United 
State* and Canada and kept him in touch 
with the leaders in agriculture and agricul¬ 
tural activities in every branch of agriculture 
in both countries. 


When steam sterilised flats of 
rich glasshouse soil. watered with a solution 
of mj per phosphate, and planted Immediately 
with tomato needling*, the growth of the seed¬ 
lings was markedly superior to that on flats 
similarly sterilised, but without superphos¬ 
phate as a secondary treatment. 

Converted by Heat 

T HE explanation la simple Soluble phoa-‘ 
phate.H are essential in promoting plant 
growth Heating with *team in the presence 
of lime and other *otI constituents, tends to 
convert the soluble phosphates into Insoluble 
forms that plant* cannot absorb To a lesser 
degree the steam heat converts the potash into 
form* that the plant cannot readily use Also, 
the water from condensed steam tends to 
leach out some of the potash during and 
aliortly following the atenllxatlon process 
When a soil t* sterilized that has been sup¬ 
plied with organic matter and I* naturally 
rich in humus, the glasshouse operator seldom 
has to add additional nitrogen either as ni¬ 
trate of soda or ammonium sulphate Nitrates 
are created by the soil organism* in abun¬ 
dance in steam-sterilized soils rich in organic 
matter An addition would merely throw the 


feeding in an outside lot in Winter, previous 
to farrowing, at some Uttle distance from the 
sleeping quarters. During Winter some fresh 
nods, green feed and root* will help approxi¬ 
mate Summer pasture conditions. Care must 
be taken to prevent the sow from becoming 
constipated. Bran should be added to the reg¬ 
ular ration two weeks or more previous to 
(arrowing. A suitable meal mixture for preg¬ 
nant sows consists of two parts oat chop and 
one part shorts or ground wheat supplemented 
with a little skim milk or 5 per cent tankage. 

To prevent nalrlessnesa or goitre in new¬ 
born pigs, one ounce of potassium iodide 
should be dissolved ui one gallon of water and 
each sow given one tableapoonful of the solu¬ 
tion two or three time* weekly in feed. Special 
care should be Uken to prevent chilling of the 
new-born pig*. The use of a small amount of 
cut straw* for bedding and guard retls will 
help prevent tra m pi n g and crushing of tha

Federal O.rder Defines the 
Terms Under Record 
Of Performance 


A CCORDLNO to the regulations under ihe 
provisions of the Livestock and Live¬ 
stock Products Act respecting the production 
and sale of approved or certified poultry, pub¬ 
lished in The Canada Gazette, January 16 and 
23 1937. the following are the correct defini¬ 
tions under the record of performance, or 
production, policies (commonly referred to as 
ROJ’j of the Poultry Services. Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

To begin with. R O P. means record of per¬ 
formance or production, a policy or policies 
approved by the Dominion Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, for the testing and improving of 
breeding stock In cattle poultry, and other 
livestock With regard to poultry. R.OP is 
administered by the Poultry 8ervioe*. and 
ertry is open to anyone having a purebred 
poultry flock, which, on inspection, is found 
to be free from disease and properly housed 
undei sanitary conditions In a plant equipped 
with satisfactory trap-nesting accommodation. 
Entries axe required to be filed with the Poul¬ 
try firmer*. Livestock Branch. Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. Ottawa, ai leiit Ofie 
month prior to the date from which the record 
is to start

I T la fifty-throe years ago today since the 
historian Green left this world, after many 
yean of suffering Yet to those who have 
read hla “Short History of the English Peo¬ 
ple." ha Is not dead. His words and thoughts 
have become a part of their life 
Hiey see In hU pages pictures of the. life 
of Bigland from the time that Henglst and 
Horaa led their followers to conquer and settle 
that fair land which we call England, to the 
day whan tht victory of Waterloo made her 
supreme among European nations. 

Yet hla history U far from being a record 
of wars. He allows us the part which the 
fanner, the laborer, the mechanic, the poet, 
the priest and preacher played In British 
p r ogress aa well as kings and lords, soldiers 
and sailors. 

Oreen is always looking for the good and 
noble and finds It among the bumble and 
lowly aa well as among the rich and great. 

Scattered through ills pages are stories that 
thrill even the careless reader. Cuthbert and 
Anselm. Oregon. King Alfred. Venerable 
Bede. Sir Thomas More. Milton, Joan of Arc. 
a* well as Wycliffs and John Bunyen and 
many, many others come to life as we read. 

How did this young man of thirty-six fit 
himself tor the great task His wife has told 
the •'tory In a masterly introduction to the 
volume. 

As a little boy of eight. John went to what 
we would^ now call a primary school in con¬ 
nection with Magdalen College.

Here he spent most of his salary 
on the poor folk of his congregation, earning 
lor his books and his few nerds by writing 
articles for The Saturday Review. After nine 
yean of double toll, the clergyman fell 111 
of consumption The doctors told him he had 
not six months to Uve. He was given the 
post of librarian at the palace of the arch¬ 
bishop

V IRGINIA MOORE has published a book 
about Emily Bronte, who some critics be¬ 
lieve to be the ablest of the wonderful sisters 
who spent their lives at Haworth, the bleak 
Yorkshire parsonage.

who are members of Boy Scout troops. For 
those Inclined in this direction I know of 
nothing that la better for the rejuvlnalion of 
thetr all-but-forgotten youth. 

“It was the spontaneous, sincere and un¬ 
varnished enthusiasm that three Boy 8couts 
attending this rally displayed that so im¬ 
pressed me. They showed no favoritism and 
no partiality in the applause they gave ettrry 
person who addressed them. What a contrast 
this la to the reception that we of the older 
generation give to those we hear and tee. To 
ring applause or even a sign of appreciation 
from us U u difficult as getting blood from a 
turnip We would sooner be cynical and crit¬ 
ical and so cool that we make the shivers 
run down the spines of those trying to interest 
or entertain ua.

Look at a Cloud 

W E are told sometimes Uial Victoria is 
like a little bit of England Here it 
what an English gardener calls a sure sign. 
The experiment la worth trying 
Before starling a day’s work in the garden 
It is as well to know what the weather is 
likely to be. Oo out of doors as early as pos¬ 
sible and wat h a small cloud in the sky for 
a few minutes If the cloud become* *.maller 
while you look raui is very unlikely during 
the coming twenty-four hours. Thu shows 
that the upper air Is In a very dry state. 
When the cloud doe* not alter In sue to any 
noticeable extent there u a possibility of 
showers If the cloud get* bigger while It is 
under observation there la a likelihood of rain, 
for here there la an tad teat ton of a very moist 
atmosphere The mole rapidly the cloud in¬ 
creases in slse the sooner will the rain begni 
to fall andthe heavier It will be 


V ERY soon the leaves will begin to come' 
out. Begin now to watch the buds un¬ 
fold The following article was written 
by a lover of tree* and should help you in 
your Nature studies. 

The leaf Is the great worker and builder of 
the tree, but without sunshine It cannot grow. 
The trunk, therefore, supports the branches, 
the branches hold the twigs far out. and the 
twigs divide into finer sprays in order to hold 
the leaves out to gain all the sunshine possible 
In the leaves. In the crown of the tree, the sap 
which Is sett up by the root Is made into tree 

fOOd. fp 

A leaf has throe parts— bladd. vein-system, 
and stem. Bap Is the liquid which is gathered 
by the roots and bent up to the leaves, which 
are the stomachs of the trees, where it is 
mixed with carbbn from the air and made Into 
tree food. A tree will die if Insects eat the 
leases, because no food can be made without 
the leaves, and the tree starves. 

Each leaf la a factory The soft green parts 
oontaln a yi^*"*-* known aa chlorophyll, 
which la the food-making machinery, and the 
veins are the pipe-lines bringing in the sap 
that the roots have gathered from the soil The 
air furnishes other raw materials, and the sun 
supplies the power that sets the machinery in 
motion All day long in the sunshine each 
factory Is hard at work making a product 
much like starch The factory In the leaf 
closes on dark days and shuts up every night 
when the sun goes down, but work still goes on 
in the tree during the night, for the change of 
starchy product Into tree food continues, and 
this tree food la sent to every part of the tree 
for use la growing tissues. 

Another Important work performed by the 
leaves Is that of purifying the air. f If It were 
not for the trees the air would contain Urge 
quantities of carbon dioxide gas. which U In¬ 
jurious to human beings, but the leaves take in 
this gas and turn it into food for themselves 
and the tree. They also give out oxygen, 
which la necessary lor many's Ufe. 

It has been said that in one Summer a sin¬ 
gle sugar maple puts forth about 433,000 
leaves, exposing to the sun half an acre of leaf 
surface, and every inch of this expanse Is ab¬ 
sorbing heat, light, and carbon dioxdle gas, re-

due tag the heat of the surrounding air. giving 
tt moisture and oxygen, and purifying it for 
our special use In Its wonderful work as an 
air purifier the tree confers one of its greatest 
bless*mg* upon man It is impossible to tell 
the value of billions and bUllona of leaves 
which are constantly at work freshening and 
purifying the air for humanity. 

Cooler weather warns the tree that its work¬ 
ing days are nearly over, and it seta to work 
to thicken the bark of the tender shoots and 
seals the buds up warm and tight. The little 
channels or veins from the tree to the leaven 
close up; the leaves take on many beautiful 
colors <due to various causes not yet well un¬ 
derstood); the hold of the leaves on the 
branch la weakened, owing to the formation 
of a layer of corky material at the base of the 
leaf stalk, and finally they drop to the ground, 
where they form a rich covering for the soli. 

There are two classes of trees, namely, the 
broad-leaved trees and the needle-leaved and 
scale-leaved trees, so named because of the 
shape of their leaves. 

— The leaves of the broad-leaved trees fall in 
the Autumn They differ In shape, slae. tex¬ 
ture, and manner of growth, and are differ¬ 
ently veined. Even leaves on ths same tree 
may vary so that It would be hard to find two 
Just alike. 

However, the leaves are sufficiently alike to 
allow ua to recognize the tree to which each 
one belongs 

Most needle-shaped trees are evergreen and 
keep on their leaves in Winter aa well aa In 
Bummer, though the needles of the tamarack 
drop off in the Fall. 

These leaves, or needles, differ in form, Slav, 
and manner of growing, just aa those of Die 
broad-leaved trees do. 

Some of thr needles are long and willowy, 
others are short, stiff, and sharp-pointed 
Some grow singly from the stem, others grow 
in bundles. 

Trees thrive better In the open country than 
In the smoke and dirt of the city, because the 
dirt particles in the air of the city clog the 
pores of the leaves so that the tree cannot 
breathe. 

A tree may die from suffocation just as a 
human being does, and the poisonous gas from 
a factory will kill a tree.

time of the first census, which was 
taken in 1B01 It contained 130.129
